The obellsk Is a pure white marble
shaft, 86 feet In helght. With a base
of glx feet It tapere very graduailly to

i the top, where it Is 4% feet square.
The obellsk rests upon a pedesial 14
feet high, the base of which Is 12 fest
whove the street level. On two sides
of the pedestal are inscribed the rec:
ord of Willlam McKinley as a soldier
and a statesman. On the north alde
is the following:

"Willlam McKinley, died In Buffalo,
J Beptember 14, 1901, the victim of a
treacherous assassin who shot Lthe

: president as he was extending to him

., the hand of friendship.”

Facing east, west, north and south
from the angieg of the pedestal are
four slecping llons in marble and of
herolc size,

Flanking the sides of the four bases
which support the marble Hons are a
serler of fountalns which will be fed
with water from gargoyies located
cloge to the four corners of the pedes-
tal of the obelisk, Surrounding the
whole is a broad clreplar promenade
with mosale floor and embelllshed
with balustrades and masaive balus
tars connected with heavy ohains,
The approaches are flights of stone
steps whioh plerce the parapet at four
points.

law, Until recently It wasg supposed
| B that thls guaranty would hold good
throughout the distribution and sale
of the producis, but the depurtment of

agrienlture holds that It does not,

The law requires that the guaranty
shall be from the peraon who sold the
goods to the person charged with the
offense, Thus If A. & Co, sell to B, &
Co. and glve a guaranty, the former's
guaranty (s not a valld defensa for C.
& Co. against any action under the
food ahd drug act, as the last named
purchased the goods from B, & Co,

It Is the intention of the agricul
tural department soon to lssue a regu:
lation regarding this matter, which
probably will create  wide Interest
among Jobbers and wholesale dealers
all over the country. It will be neges-
sary, for them in order fully to protect
their interests, lo  Igaist upon direet
guarantees from all those from whom
they purchase food and drug products.

BPECTACLES MODERN INVENTION

Reference of Pliny to Nero Gazing
Through Stone Explained,

Did Nero wear spectacles? Pliny
relates that the Emperor Nero used &
precious stone through which he gazen
on the gladiatorinl combats, Dr. Mug
nus, the latest authority to examine
the passage critically, holds that this
means that the emperdr wasd In the
habit of gaxing upon an emerald which
he used to carry with him for the pur
pose of resting his eyes when they be
came tired of looking at the shows
This view Is corroborated by the be
llef of antiquity that green has a rest
ful efMect upon the eyes. Contrivances
for bringing the rays of the sun to a
focus In order to produce combustion
have been employed almost from time
Immemorinl. Burning glasses were
used to kindle fires and these must
have been of conalderable size even in
a sountry llke Greece, where the sun
ahines hot most of the year., More
over, we are told they were kept io
clhemists' shops for the purpose
Though the art of making glass of
certain kinds Is old, spectacles had to
walt the discovery orf Invention of
some mefhod that would produce it
perfectly transparent, saye the Chi
cago Tribune, Bpecimens of gZlass
have been found In the Egyptian
tomibs more than 4,000 yeurs old, and
glngs bottles are representod on tombs
at least 1,600 years earller. In Meso
potamia the art of making glass has
been traced for at least 2,000 years
B. C. But all of the glass of antiquity
was of Inferlor quality and was almost
useless for purposes where the rays of
fight were to be transmitted unbroken
and with undiminished energy. Mir-
rora also were made In Hgypt thou-
sands of years before the Christian
ra.

POINTERS ON EGG COOKERY.
Some Things to Be Borne in Mind in
Preparing Them,

Cheese and eggs, both having great
autritive valuve, may well take the
alace of meal during a brief season,
aays the Home Magazine. Epleures
4ay an egg, to have the best flavor,
should be 12 hours old, and certainly
szgs over a week old are not palatable
when bolled, though they are not un-
pleasant when fried and are quite as
gerviceable in other dishes. In cook-
fng egegn it should be remembered that
the albumen, of which the white s
chlefly composed, Is most easily di-
gested when slightly coagulated, while
the yolk digests easiest when dry and
mealy. To boll eggs evenly, put them
into a dish having a tight cover and
pour boiling water over them in the
proportion of two guarts to one dozen
sges, cover and set at the back of the
stove. After seven minutes turn the
eggs, re-cover and In six minutes more
the eggs will be cooked, When more
eggs than four are used by this
method, about ten minutes longer
after the turning will be required, In
this way the white of the egg eooks Lo
@ Jell¥like consistency, while the yolk

Ia much harder.

Forelgn cooks use a small portion of
grated cheese to give a plguant rellsh
fo many dishes. Veal broth, ereamed
potatoes and many saluds are greatly
improved by its addition. The shell of
an BEdam or pineapple cheeose makes
& very nice dish for serving macaron|
or light salad, and if thoroughly rinsed
In eold waler lmmedistely after using
wnd kept In a cold, dry place will serve
many times.
